A petty host, filled with malice, 
has long been busy striving to over- 
turn the pillara of our national 
constitution and to shake its founda- 
tions. Small la Wlrtt, cowardly In 
method, poor in all that goes to 
make a man. they have nevertheWss 
often been potent for evil by their 
united efforts. For the liberty of 
our native land they would substi- 
tute the tyranny of bigotry; for 
fraternity, civic hatred; for justice, 
religious persecution. Though the 
church wliicli they assail is raised 
above their Lilli|>iitian <fforts, and 
the wUte radianc e r i ii beauty can 
never be soiled by iliom, yet Its 
members and institutions may be 
made to suffer from their fanatic- 
ism. Like Middleton's witohes, they 
frequently bring al>out* their Im- 
mediate objt>ct, to "raise Jars, 
jealousies, .strifes and heart-burning 
disagieemenis, like a thick scurf 
o'er life." ThiMe are besides 
greater dangers than these to be 
apprehended. A glance at the past 
may be a warning for the future. 

When the War of the Revolution 
had been tought, and Catbolios and 
Protestants In common had oement- 
ed with thetr blood the foundations 
of the new republic, it might 
reasonably have been hoiHl that 
bigotry would be forgotten and 
Catholic patriotism receive from ail 
the Just meed of recounition which 
the Father of his l ouniry so unre- 
servedly l)estow»d upon it. The 
same might have been looked for 
e<ven more assuredly after the War 
of 1812. Yet a renewed of the 
spirit of Intolerance was to be wit- 
nessed before a score of years had 
passed, and in 1831 an organized 
press propatranda of slander was 
iM'gui! aiiaiiist the chuic'h. after the 
first severe outbieak of fanaticism 
had already taken place. 

The bigotry incited by pulpit and 
press, and stimulated by public 
placards, foun^l Its oomplete ex- 
pression In the destruction of the 
Irsuline Convent at Charlestown, 
Mass., in 18,'?4. Not only was the 
rtlesse<i Sacrament dishonored, but 
everything within the building was 
destroyed before the torch was set 
to it. The engines that arrived at 
the scene of conflagration stood 
idly by and the firemen watched the 
drunHen rabble dancing in glee 
about the burning pile and then re- 
tired. The Magistrates did not move 
a finger. Such are some of the 
details given by .Tohn Gllmary Shea, 
"The mob." he writes, "did not 
even 8j>are the graves of the dead. 
The coffins were toi-n open and the 
bodies exposed," A farcical trial, 
with the »e<t purpose of acquitting 
the rioters, completed the incident. 
The charges made against the Sis- 
ters were disapproved by a Prot- 
estant committee, but the harm had 
been done. Such war the first re- 
sult of the campaign of slanderous 
ncouwitions < arried on against Cath- 
olic institutions. The churches In 
Boston were ttiireatsnci and could 
relv for their protection only on 
the strong arm of Catholics them 
selves. The Pope wss shot in 
efflvy by the Washington Artillery. 

The work of the father of lies 
now continued. The spirit of 
Benedict Arnold was abroad in the 
land. Men were to l>e found thei 
SB now willing to betray 'he peace 
and welfare of their country In 
order to satisfy their bigotry or pro-

mote their own private Interests. 
Patltioal as^iathHis having such 
purposes in view arose and passed 
away and were supplamted by new 
organisations with the same scope 
and nature. Each worked In turn 
upon the ignorance or p'ejiidice of 
the men whom it deceived. I'n- 
scrupulous politicians were not 
unwiling to use them as political 
tools. 

The angel of darkness is a gentle- 
man, Shakespears taUs as; ha is a 

patriot, ihe can even be the purest 

of pure evangelicals. All these 
forms he must assume, singly or 
together. If ho would succeed In 
deceiving a people who, though they 
desire fair play, yet can readily 
enough be detluded for a time and 
l>et rayed Into acts, of Injustice and 
tyranny against the victims of 
calumny. The Native American 
party arose In 1844, when the 
American Protestant Assooiatlon, 
founded In 1831. had been r^udl- 
ated as an organized falsehood by 
American Protestants. 

It was the Hit)le which was now 
In danger at the liands of the "for- 
eign Papi.st-s." 'I'hey had ' preserve<l 
it to the world for all these cen- 
turies, they had guarded it as one 
of their greatest treasures and were 
wiUlnc U> lay down their lives for 
the truths it contained. For this 
very reason they insisted so strongly 
upon the exclusive use of an ap- 
proved Catholic version for the 
children of the church. But reason 
obtains scant hearing from fanatic 
bigotiT- It were <-asier to areue 
with itoor, distraught and raving 
I^ear, bidding the cataracts and 
hurricanes spout, and heaven's 
llghtnin« sinfce his white bead, tban 
to convince blind prejudice. Worse 
than all is the fllful malice or base 
political intrigue. that underlies 
such movements. The noble work 
accomplished by the Native Ameri- 
can party during tlie first five 
months of its existence was thus 
summarized by the Rev. M. Flthlan, 
a Protestant minister: 

"Two Catholic churches burned 
one thrice tired and desecrated; a 
Catholic seminary and retreat con 
Rumed by the torches of an In 
cendlary mob; two rectories and a 
most valuable library destroyed; 
forty dwellings In ruins, about forty 
hunian lives sacrificed and Sixty of 
our fellow citi/ens wounded; riot 
and rebellion and treason rampant 
the lairs boldly set at defiance, and 
peace and order prostrated by 
ruffian vtolenoe." 

To picture In detail the scenes 
of bigotry and fanaticism, of an 
an:hy and treason which now fol 
lowed Willi Ihe appearance of the 
.American Protective Association 
founded In 1852. were a long and 
dismal task. In "I..oyalty of Cath 
oIlcB," from which the above ex- 
tract is quoted, a brief enumeration 
may be found. The "protective" 
act of the fanatics was an attack 
unon a convemt of helpless and in 
offensive nuns In Providence, R. I 
Xext followed outbreaks of civic 
hntred from press and platform In 
»he cities of Boston, BaHlmore, 
Wheeling, Pittsburgh and many 
other places. The agitation reached 
d cllnwx in the mob attack upon 
tVie Cathedi^I of Cincinnati, result 
|ng In the lone of several lives. The 
nntrlotlc work now continued with 
the bloody riots of st I/ouIp; with 
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His Wife Hla Good Adrlier in 
Bverthlny* laolndlov 
PoUtlcs.

Mayor-elect Hylan, of New York, 
was compl'iined of as an obscure 
candidate when he was nominated. 
Of course he is now in the lime- 
ight and the papers find a buman 
nterest in his rise from poverty, 
lis first work off the farm was In 
he 1 apacity of water-boy for a rail- 
oail s<>clion gang. He was a husky 
ad and the farm training and rail- 
road work toughened his muscles. 
When he was old enough he became 
brakeman and fireman on the 
Stony Cove and CatsklU Mountain 
and Kaatersklll railroads. After 
he became a fireman there wasn't 
any more worry in the Hylan family 
about the Interest on the mortgage. 
Johnny's wages took care of that. 

At the age of nineteen Johnny 
Hylan, who had l>een gradually lir- 
ng of the gloomy mountain scenery 
of his birthplace and liis narrow 
environment, determined to strik.' 
out in the worid and take a chance 
In the city. Hla parents didn't want 
him to go to the wicked city, but 
his determination had developed, 
and ba woro a large, drooping red 
mustache and considered bimself 
man enough to tackle the city and 
get away with it. Surreptitiously 
borrowing a trade dollar from a 
neighbor, he lit out for New York, 
This was In the winter of 1887. 
He had a ditstant rolatlve In the 
then city of Brooklyn, and that fact 
prompted bim to settle there. 
Through thds relative be got work 
as a track-layer on the Brooklyn 
Elevated railroad, but he thought he 
was cjipable of something better, 
and he put in an application for a 
flivnian's job. On March 11, 1888, 
lie was notified to leport for duty 
tlie next day — and Johnny and New 
>i'k's I anions blizzard arrived at 
Ihe same time. In the fall of 1889 
he was promoted to the engineer's 
side of the cab with a wage of 
more than $100 a month. Then he 
felt that he could go back home up 
country and claim his boyhood 
swetheart, Marian O'Hara, who lived 
on a near-by farm, Marian was 
willing, and they were married and 
established themselves In a two- 
family house In the Bushwick sec 
tlon of Brooklyn, where the Judge 
has lived ever since — not in the 
same house to be suro, for he now 
occupies one of Ms own. To a re- 
porter the Judge said: 

"For i>erhap8 a year T was ut- 
terly aiiihitionl<>ss. My younger 
brother, who had been studious and 
had workd his way Into a sut)stan- 
tlal education, died about this time. 
That event switched me out of the 
beaten track. I thought of my own 
case. I had no eduoatlon. We had 
looked to my brother to carry the 
family name into tho law and we 
had all anticipated that he would 
win distinction at ihe bar. Tlie 
death of my hi-other blasted that 
family hope. I can not remember 
when tin- notion first came to me 
but I conceived the idea that 1 
might take the place of my dead 
brother and represent the Hylan 
fUunlly at the bar. I broached the 
Bubjeet to my wifia It was our 
first big problem. Her advice was 
good then. It has always been good 
sinoe, and 1 consult with her about 
ever5-thing--even politics. She told 
me to take a clianee. 1 had deter- 
mined to become a lawyer. While 
1 bad ttte groundwork of an educa- 
tion ' acquired in a country school I 



realized that I was far from quall- 
fted to begin the study of law with- 
out preliminary training. I looked 
over the siiuation carefully and de- 
cided to take the academic course in 
the Long Island Business College, 
in Brooklyn, aiid to ground myself 
in law by reading law-books in the 
(^Boe Off a friend ia Long Island 
CHy, I aim more or less methodical 
and I framed a programme for my- 
self whieli would allow mo to pur- 
sue my studies and at the same 
time tun my SBfllns on the Brook- 
lyn 'U' " 

Some idea of the task wUch 
young Hylan set himself nuiy he 
gathered from . the faot that he 
worited sereo days a week on his 
engine, taking it out wcry afternoon 
at 2; 30 or 3 o'clock, and on Mon- 
days, Tuesdays. Wednesdays and 
Thursdays working thirteen hours 
straight. On Saturdays his bit was 
twelve hours and on Sundays eleven. 
The rest of his time he divided as 
best he could between his studies, 
bis law-reading and sleep. After 
graduating from the business college 
young Uylan studied law for two 
yssrt at- Whnr-'TOYk Law School. 
One of bis instructors was Presi- 
dent Wilson, who lectured on con- 
stitutional law. .\ month before 
his graduation In .lune, 18!*7, Hylan 
was separateil irom his job on the 
Brooklyn "l... " An Inspector caught 
him studying law in tlie cab of his 
engine, reported him, and he was 
dismissed. With bis wife and infant 
daughter young Hylan went back to 
the old farm at Hunter, where he 
spent the summer of 1897. The 
bar examinations were held In Syra- 
cuse in October. Hylan had ex- 
hausted his savings, but he had his 
card of membei-shii) in the Brother- 
hood of lyocoinotive Engineers — of 
whiih he is still a member In good 
standing — and this card enabled 
hdm to ride from his borne to Syra- 

uee and back In the cabs of West 
Shore naiilroad locomotives. Ho 
paseed his bar examination. It was 
now up to tbe ex-lOOOmotlve en- 
gineer to make a living as a lawyer. 
Hf iiiit a mortgage of $500 on the 

id lioniistead. retumed to Brook- 
lyn, and opened a law-ofllce at Gates 
avenue and Broadway, where he was 
known. His first month as a law- 
yer netted him $26 in fees, his sec- 
ond month $46, and his third 
month, $81. From then on his in- 
come steadily increased, but he 
didn't open a larger ofllee until he 
had paid off the 1600 mortgage on 
ib9 old farm.

thing t()_ fool the enemy. This word 
could be aptly applied to the new 
local administration, and especially 
the performances of the Board of 
Public Works. Hardly a day passss 
but that Davy Ross. Chairman of 
that board, pulls off his camouflage 
stunt for the benefit of the adminis- 
tration and to fool the public, his 
performance being encored by the 
Herald, Courier-Journal and Times. 
One of the board's statements con- 
cerning the big saving in money by 
the abolishment of Jobs is so glar- 
ingly (alse that many wonder at 
the nerve of the camouflage art- 
ists m trying to get away with It. 
Take this one item for Instanoe: 
Davy says that the new board 
abolished fifty-two supervisors, who 
made $90 a month, or a saving of 
ir.6,160 a year. Everyone knows 
that a supervisor under the Dsmo- 
ciatic administrations was only 
paid for the time he worked and 
many of that niiiiil>vi- did not make 
$90 a year, while the writi-r knows 
personally of men on the list of 
supervisors who never drew a cent 
salary the past year, yet our new 
reform board reports a saving of 
$1,080 on men who never drew a 
cent salary — some saving. 

The Oourier-Joumal and Times 
know this to 9e true, but because 
of their grievance against the 
Uemocratic party locally will not 
expose the camouflage stunt. Tbe 
Herald, not being familiar with 
l.ouisvilli. affairs, does not know 
any better and, parrot-like, only re- 
peats what Davy Itose gives out. If 
the caiiioullage lioard had a record 
of fifty-two supervisors who drew 
twelve months pay of $00 a month, 
that list would have been published 
ere this. The expose of this 
camouflage stunt will come with the 
announcement of the tax rate. If 
the reform administration has made 
the sweeping reductions as adrer* 
tised then the public should eivset 
I tax reduction o f tS per oent. or 
more.

put in the I'oiice and Fire depart- 
ment, regardless of how long they 
have been residents; reappointment 
of men who were discharged for 
grievous cause, the charter and law 
being Ignored freely. Col. Petty, 
the new Chief, is a high-class gen- 
tleman, is regarded highly in his 
home town, Shelbyvtille, and rumor 
has it that be ki aiready disgusted 
with the material they are forcing 
on to him in the Police depart- 
ment. 

There is much feeling in local 
Democratic circles over the attempt 
of the Haldenian papers to dictate 
as to tlie reorganization of the 
Democratic Comniitte<>, considering 
how those two Journals knifed the 
ticket previous to the election and 
their course now in pandering to 
the Republican administration.

ters either to the Pope himself, to

Bureau. The bureau takes the time 
of a little army of ecclesiastics and 
laymen, siK>aking all languages, and 
their task is never-ending. The 
bureau natamHy wants the full 
name and d e scr i ption of the person 
Inquired about, his regiment and 
company, aad If possible a pthoto- 
graph, but seldom are all of these 
details furnished. In many cases 
letters of Inqury have failed to give 
even tlie name of tlie person in- 
quired about. "Please, Holy Father, 
find my husband" or "my eon" has 
been the anguished cry of many 
women. In the majority of cases, 
however, better guidance Is fur- 
nished, but oven wHh tha mioat com- 
plete initormation the ae o pe h la often 
long and arduous. A soldier killed 
In action can be Identified by t^e 
metal tag attadied to his person, 
giving his name, regiment, residence 
and religion, but the one,s taken 
I>risone<r are handled only in bulk 
and left unclassified until they 
reach the prison camp to which 
they are ordered. Without means 
of commnnlcatlng with friends out- 
side, they can only watt to be foun<l. 
and thors are so many places to 
search and stich an Immense num- 
ber of men among whom the search 
must be made, its dlfficultiet* and 
delavs are as numerous as they are 
heartrending for those wbo are 
seeking them.

ASKS rATHOMC FUND. 

Cardinal Gibbons has sent a let- 
tPi- to all the Cardinals, Arch- 
bishops and Bishops of the United 
States asking their co-operation In 
an t'ffort to raise a large fund to 
bo used for providing comforts ior 
American soldiers and to be the di- 
rect contribution of the OathoUes 
of this country In tiia irar. The 

f>lan was discussed at a meeting of 
he helrarchy recentiy and was In- 
dorsed at a meeting of priests in 
Baltimore last week. It waa ail- 
nounced that while a' large i»er- 
centage of the men now In uniform 
are Catholics the fund will not 'be 
used for their benefit solely, It hav- 
ing been decided that the money 
will be spent where neede<i regard- 
leas of religious affiliation. E\-ery 
member of the Catliolio church Is 
to be reached through the collec- 
tion. Cuidinal Gibbons stated that 
he is planning to establish libraries 
at the camps and other conifforts 
that are not supplied 'hy the Quar- 
termaster's Department. Bart of 
the fund, he announced, wlU go to 
the Knights of Oolombus and part 
for portable altars and altar fur- 
nishings, so that mass can be said 
In the field. Chaplains who volun- 
teer their services iree of salary 
also will be proTlded tfor from the 
fund.

The Aseociated I'ress sent the 
following dlspatidi from Rome on 
Wednesday: 

Speaking in the name of Pope 
Benedict, the Papal Secretary of 
State, Cardinal Oaaparrt, today is- 
sued a' general denial o( reports 
that the Vatican was working in 
the Interest of a peace which would 
not be just or durable and that pro- 
paganda from the Vatican was re- 
sponsible for the breaking down of 
the morale of Italian troops witli 
the consequent lecent defeat on tlie 
Isonzo. It is stated that army 
chaplains worked to prevent de- 
moralization of the troops. It is 
also said that the Pope d'isapproved 
of cliain prayers and otlier peace 
efforts of this nature.

There were also In the ' United 
States at the time of the 1910 cen- 
sus 117,666 native bom venaons, 
one of whose pareuta waa bora in 
Austria; 1,869,590 oatlye horn per- 
sons, one ot whose g e mii ta was 
born in Germany, and 18,688 native 
bom persons, one oif whose parents 
waa born in Hungary. 

Of the 2,501,333 natives of Ger- 
many who were in the United States 
In 1910, 436,911 were in New 
York, 319.199 were in Illinois, 
233,384 in Wisconsin, 196,202 In 
Pennsylvania, 131,586 In Michigan 
109,628 in Minne«ota, 175,096 in 
Ohfo, and 128,880 In New Jersey. 
Theas are the only States that had 
peraou of German birth number- 
ing more than lOV.OOO. There 
were 76,307 Germans In OalMomla. 
62.17 9in Indiana, 88,769 In low*. 
88,226 In Missouri, 57,302 in Ne- 
braska and 44,929 in Texas. 

Of the 1,174,973 natives of Aus- 
tria who were in the United States 
in 1910. 163,025 were In Illlnoie, 
35,455 in Massachusetts, 31,034 in 
Michigan, 37,121 in Mlnnei^ota, 
24,362 in Nebraska, 56,779 in New 
Jersey, 245,004 in New York, 
72,887 In Ohio, 251,774 in Penn- 
sylvania, and 38,692 in Wisoonsin. 

0< the 495, fiO!) natives of Hun- 
gary In the United SUtes in 1910, 
39,859 were in UUnois, 47,610 in 
New Jersey, 96.843 In New York.

the tarring and feathering of a 
Jesuit priest at Ellswortli. .Maine; 
with the attempted destniclion of 
churches In Newark, .\. J.; Will- 
iamsburg, N. Y., and Manchester, 
N. H., and with the succesaful bnra*- 
ing or wi«cklng by gunpowder of 
Oathollc churches in Baitti, Maine; 
Dorchester, Mass., and Sydney and 
Maseillon, Ohio. The supreme tri- 
umph of the movement was the 
murder of a hundred poor Irish and 
Germans on "Bloody Monday" in 
Ix)ulsville, Ky. Here surely is an 
honorable record of aoliiev<Miient8 
in the seiTlce of the powers of 
darkness, for a period extending 
only from 1852 to August 6, 1856, 
for the latter is the date of the 
massacre referred to. of which 
Bishop Spalding wrote: 

*'W« have Just passed through a 
reign of terror, suri)a8sed only by 
the I'hiladeilphia riots. .Xearly a 
hundred poor Irisli and Germans 
liave been but('here<i or burned and 
sonje twenty houses have been fired 
and burned to the giround. The 
city authoritiee, all Know-Nothlngs, 
looked calmly on, and tbey are no* 
endeavoring to lay ttie blame on 
Catholics." 

This last Incident Indeed waa a 
refinement worthy of Nero hlnUMlf. 
Tliere is no need ol continuing the 
sick<iiin;4 lecital. Kvery rope and 
wheel and jiulley of political In- 
trigue was now set in motion to 
deatroy the religioua Uherty guar- 
anteed by the conetitntlon. Petty, 
spiteful Ldlllputlane' efforts, but dan- 
gerous because of ithelr very per- 
sistence. 

W© are only too well aware of 
the constant and insidious attempts 
which have since then been mado 
to discredit the church. The as- 
.'i<Kiations which have t)e<>n founded 
an<l the )>aper8 which have been 
issued with tihe sole purpose of com- 
passing the financial and political 
ruin of her ohildven by every foul 
and treasonable meane are suffi- 
ciently familiar. "We are endeav- 
oring to tabulate and ran to coraer 
all Romanists running for offlice on 
State and Cx>Dgres8ional tickets," 
thus runs the confldential message 
s«>nt out from a paper whose editor 
professes to be a minister of the 
gospel. "L«t it be understood that 
no OUlioUe need apply on election 
day, or any other day," is the an- 
nouncennent made in anotber place. 
There is no need of multiplying in- 
stances. Yet under all these out- 
rages Catholics have displayed noth- 
ing but the most scrupulous loyalty 
to their country, fighting and falling 
in the foiemost ranks wli<'rev«^r 
there was a call for patriots and 
heroes. "Instead of oflerlag the 
most remote insult. K Is onr duty 
to addree public thanks to these 
our brethren," are the memorable 
words of Washington, November 5, 
1775. 

Catholics ask for no favors, but 
they are bound by their sacred duty 
of citizenship tQ secure justice for 
the church, as for every otlier right- 
fully 'established institution in these 
dree States of ouia. And they are 
bound to secure this JuaCloe even at 
the ballot box. "Liberty and Justice 
for All," is the flret principle of 
true Americanism, and the Catholic 
church Is not excluded. 

Let our great "puissant," Ameri- 
can Catholic ctiurch then be alert in 
the defense of her rights. To bring 
about Mei- ruin, our foes are over 
wakeful, ever watchful, ever traitor- 
ously intent upon the subvei-sion of 
the principle of true Americanism. 
T4ieir weapons of ealumny and 
slander may appear In the eight of 
honest men no better than chil- 
dren's toys, but It is well to recall 
th« fable of the giant, who once 
tell asleep, so the story goes, and 
woke to find himself helplessly 
bound by a thousand cords securely 
fastftned by a host of despicable 
little creatures. There Is a leeson 
for us in the OuUlver of fiction. 

For non-Oatholics the faeta are 
likewM aul&clently plain. They 
show that nothing la farther from 
the mind of tbe ehoreh Iten the 
thought of meddling with purely 
political issuee. To repeat once 
more the words of Pope Pius X.: 
"It Is not the chuivh that has de- 
B<-ende<l into the poliUoal so-ena; 
she has been dragged there to be 
mutilate<l and deapoitod."

Archbdjshop Christie's episcopate has 
been an era of marked expansion in 
Catholic activities. On his rfirst 
coming to Oregon tbe Archbishop 
recognized the posslljilltles of 
growtli of the Northwest and em- 
barked at once on a constructive 
policy which he has maintained to 
the present time. The Archbishop 
is a native of Highgate, Vermont. 
In early life he was taken by his 
parents to Wisconsin and later to 
Austin, Minnesota, where he grew 
to manliood. Determining to devote 
himself to the aervlce of the altar 
he went to St. John's University, 
Oollegeville, Minn., conducted by the 
Benedictine fathers. Here hla 
classical studlfB were made.. He 
pursued his ecclesiastical studies at 
the Grand Seminary, Montreal, 
where he waa ordained a priest for 
the St. Paul diocese by Archbishop 
Pabre, December 22. 1 877.

opened ^HK&e old historic (vnter 
of OatholiSty on Sunday. The pas- 
tor. Father Van Becelaere, had ad- 
vertised the coming of Father 
Xavler Sutton, the missionary, by 
posting hsnd-bllls in stores and on 
trees along the roaii~. Wtiite Sul- 
ptuir was one of tlie earliest Cath- 
olic settlements of Kentucky. The 
large substantial biick church was 
built in 1822 and for many yearr, 
it had a large and flourishing con- 
gregation. At one time the Sisters 
o>f the 'Visitation had a convent and 
school adjoining the chnrob. Many 
of their alumnae are scattered in 
the towns asid cities of Kentucky 
and elsewhere. In time the Cath- 
olics sold their farms and moved to 
the cities, or hearing the cry of 
Horace (Jreely "went West." At 
ttie present time there are not more 
than fiften faniilieB and some of 
these are not working very tianl on 
the Job. Mass is said for the peo- 
ple twice a month. The mission 
was enthusiastically attended Ijy 
Catholics and non-Catlioiics. Some 
of the old (people remarked that it 
"looked Uka old tlmea" to see the 
crowd of people AH up every seat 
In the dear old church. At night 
the aspect 6f the grove about the 
church was like a fairy scene — 
lanterns hanging from trees, the 
headlights from eighteen to twenty 
autos. and the 'bright light from 
the irtalned glass windows of the 
church shedding rays all around 
made a beautiful pict\ire. Thursday 
night a delegation of people from 
Frankfort, with Father O'Dwyer, 
came in ten autos to be present at 
the lecture. This week has been 
"home coming week" ifor m&ny peo- 
ple, who look back to old White 
Sulphur with fondest memories. A 
large number of non-Oatholloa came 
each night and many heard ali the 
lectures. Great good has been done. 
The good Catholics have been 
strengthened in the ifaith. .^onie 
"ought to hes" came back. A few 
non-Catholics have started instruc- 
tions, and thus we may say. with 
God's blessing. White flulphur has 
taken on new life. The mission 
closed Sunday attemoaa and was a 
grand sight.

Paul's church and the Catholics of 
Owensboro, where there was a big 
and loving celebration of the silver 
jubilee of the pastorate of the Rev 
Kdwnrd S. Fitzgerald, one of the 
really great piiests of Kentucky 
Father Fitzgeiald at fii-st objected 
to the big celebration planned in 
his honor, but as Thanksgiving day 
has always been observed at that 
chujvb, combining religious swnrlces 
wiitb patriotic dnty, this celebration 
took on a IMtle more eolemnity. 
There was a solemn mass, with the 
pastor as celebrant, and a si>ecial 
fiermon on "Thanksgiving" by the 
itev'. (Jeorge M. Connor, pastor of 
St. William's church. this city. 
Father Conner for several years was 
assistant to Father Fitigerald, and 
be, bettor than most, knows why 
the congregation should be thank- 
ful. The special choir sang Marso's 
mase, and for offertory "Tu Es 
Saoerdos Moderatl," the name hymn 
sung on the occasion of Father Fitz- 
gerald's sacerdotal juliilee. In the 
sanctuary were many of the clergy 
from all parts of Kentucky and tlie 
adjoining States.
